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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. No. 10/242,060, filed, September 12, 2002. A reference to the prior application 
must be inserted as the first sentence of the specification of this application or in an application 
data sheet (37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior application 
under 35 U.S. C. 119(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 
the reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) 
of all nonprovisional applications.

Specification 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -METHOD FOR CONNECTING A COAXIAL 
CABLE-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

8. Claims 55-58 and 61-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 6,43 1,91 1 B2 to Pitschi. 
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Regarding claim 55, Pitschi disclose a method for connecting a connector (1) to an 
exposed end of a coaxial cable having an outer conductor (12), an inner conductor (10), and 
insulation (1 1) disposed about the inner conductor, the outer conductor having a lead end and the 
inner conductor defining a channel (tubular inner conductor) and having a lead end, the method 
comprising: displacing a portion of the insulation adjacent the lead end of one of the inner 
conductor and the outer conductor with a tool (part of connecter 1) comprising a support (2) and 
a projection (31) and at least one protrusion (4) extending from the support by inserting the 
projection into the channel so that the protrusion contacts a surface adjacent said lead end of one 
of the inner conductor and outer conductor and displaces the portion of the insulation (See Figs. 
1-3). 

Regarding claims 56 and 61, see Fig. 4 shows the step of rotating the tool after the 
projection has been inserted into the channel. 

Regarding claims 57 and 58, Fig. 2 and Col. 4, lines 39 disclose the protrusion includes a 
wedge surface for displacing the portion of the insulation and there are two protrusions for 
displacing the portion of the insulation. 

Regarding claims 62 and 63, as best as understood, Fig. 4 shows the tool includes a 
reforming member, and further including reforming the lead end of the outer conductor during 
the relative rotation between the tool and the coaxial cable with the reforming member and the 
reforming member and the protrusion define a gap (8) receiving the lead end of the outer 
conductor during thee relative rotation between the tool and the coaxial cable. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 59 and 60 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to show, teach or suggest, alone or in conjunction, all the claimed ' 
limitation of claims 55 and 59 such as the connector having a annular lip that engages the outside 
of the lead end of the inner conductor.
